SITUATION IS SERIOUS. 


Convention of Soft Coal Miners Will 


Decide the Question. 


A coal dealer, in speaking of the 


situation, said on Friday: "Even if the. 
strike should be settled immediately, 
It would be well into next spring be- 
fore any large quantities of hard coal 
could be received in this part of the 
country. Many people have the idea 
that the New England states burn 
most of the hard coal. 
They burn a 


very small portion of it. 


"If the striks should be settled now, 


the first shipments of coal would be 
sent to the west, the Pacific coast and 
adjoining territory. The sections next 
east of that part of the country would 
then be supplied and then the Pennsyl- 
vania region. New England is always 
the last part of the country to receive 
shipments. 


"With one-fourth of the annual coal 


output gone, the orders for anthracite 
have been piled up to an enormous 
extent. 
Should the strike have an 


immediate settlement, it would take 
months before these orders and those 
that would come could be filled. Next 
February, March and perhaps April 
would 
arrive 
before 
New England 


would get anything like a satisfactory 
supply of coal. 


"Another thing has come up to wor- 


ry coal men. The annual convention 
of soft coal miners is called for July 
17. Then the question of "the advisa- 
bility of their striking will be dis- 
cussed. 
Should they decide to side in 


wth the anthracite miners and quit 
work, business all over the country 
would come to a standstill. Railroads, 
steamship lines and factories would 
be everywhere tied up, 


"The hard coal miners are looking 


forward to the convention of the soft 
coal men and in that convention look- 
ing for aid. 
If the members of tin 
1 


convention do not declare a strike 
then the hard coal nuiucrs will surely 
weaken. 
If a strike is declared, the 


result is beyond calculation. 


"As the matter rests now, all coal 


dealers, big and little, 
arc looking 


with anxious eyes to the time when 
this convention will meet. 
Until that 


is in session no definite ideas of the 
situation can be formed.

labor and i—:e c'-itaileU in the gr,owing 
ana !u;<rl.e::r.g of the "Indian weed." 
a oUu acre neld is an enormous propo- 
sition, iun\-poi:d!iig iii m.ignitude to 
the great whiatiields of the 1'akoias 
and the i:umen=,e cattle ranges of the 
plains. 


The business of growing tobacco^and 


preparing it for market is pretty near- 
ly a "continuous performance."' It re- 
quires almost constant care and atten- 
tion all the year round. By the time 
the grower has one crop deposited in 
the buyer's warehouse? in Cincinnati 
or el«e\vhere he nm*t begin preparing 
the soil for another crop, and during 
all this time there is "homething do- 
ing," so cif-sely do the different steps 
in its cultivation tollow each other. 


Tobacco is a 
~v ery delicate crop, and 


every ad\autagc of soil and season 
must be improved or failure is pretty 
sure to follow. This is particularly 
true at the present time, when its pro- 
duction h.is dei eloped into a science 
in securing the color and texture of 
leaf 
demanded by the trade. 
The 


ground mus-t be in prime condition, 
and it is necessary to constantly enrich 
the land for the reason that tobacco 
exhausts the soil at the ratio of four- 
teen tons of wheat to one of tobacco. 
On the Combs faita and indeed upon 
most others in this section tobacco is 
rotated between wheat or com anl 
blue grass and clover, tobacco being 
planted one year, wheat or corn the 
next and blue giass and clover the 
third. 


The first step in the process of tobac- 


co raising is the preparation of the 
srround for the bods where are grown 
the young plants. This is clone with 
the utmost care. The ground is burne.l 
o\er and richly fertilized. The seed is 
sown the first diy days of late winter 
or 
early 
spring. 
Cam as is then 


stretched over the beds to protect them 
from frost and insects. 


The tobacco beds on this Kentucky 


farm arc not materially different from 
those in the tobacco belt elsewhere.
